1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. First, the after-final amendment filed 12/9/02 has not been entered because 
it raises a new issue that requires further search and consideration, and an issue of new 
matter. The issue is the relationship of hardness between the first and second synthetic 
resins found in claim 58. The claim limitations requiring the second hardness value 
being greater than the first hardness value was not previously presented during 
prosecution. Further, the instant specification does not teach using a second synthetic 
resin having a hardness value greater than the hardness value of the first synthetic 
value. Second, Applicant argues that all the claims over the Robinson reference 
because the instant claims require a welding between the first and second resins. This 
is not true because independent claim 58 does not require a welding of the two resins. 
Applicant's argument is misleading because not all of the independent claims require 
the welding of the first and second resins, e.g., independent claim 58.
